the other day. But this statute is easily 
evaded and is not at all likely to stand 
in the way of the collectieg agents of 
the Congressional Committee. A polite 
request is made by that committee for 
couirilint ions from t he office-holders and 
}hey get some very polite and significant 
from Administrative sources that 
ic safety of their official head- will de- 
p- ml on a favorable rc.-ponse on their 
part to the request of the committee. 
The office-holders will contribute, a.- 
they have done in the pa-t, some of 
them willingly, others under constraint* 
only a small number probably possess^ 
in>; sufficient courage to refuse. The 
average sum levied upon each of them 
will hot be less than ten dollars and the 
aggregate will probably Beach three- 
quarters of a million. 

Thus the people in their efforts to 
turn the Republican party out of powei 
find their own taxes converted into a 
corrupt but powerful agency for the do- 
feat of their purpose. The "salaries paid 

out of the revenues wrung irora the tax- 
payers are tithed by the Republican 
Congressional Committee to create a 
fundto be employed in thwarting the 
taxpayers' will. Even the salt in the 
poor man's meat ami the sugar on his 
tabic contribute to swelt the coffers of 
the Republican campaign managers. 
And this hlntikmaTling of the taxpayers 
through the office-holders for the sup- 
pact of Republican campaigns ha« been 
going on for years. It is a safe est ima! e 
to put the a g g r ega te of the mcneys 
squeezed nut of the earnings of the peo- 
ple in this way by the Republican party 
during the last fifteen years at ten mill- 
ions of dollars.

It SQgBSMtfl to him that as his 
party can rob him of a portion of his 
salary witli impunity h* may be pro- 
tected by his party in robbing the Gov- 
ernment in turn. Stiil more and worse, 
it i- aimed at the integrity of the voters 
and the purity of the ballot-box. The 
immense sums I hat are raised l>v con- 
tributions levied on t he offioe-holilers are 
not exhausted in the payment of printing 
bills and the distribution of documents. 
Closely conte-tcd states and Congress 
sioual Districts have been literally bought 
up more than once by money collected 
bv assessments on the officers and em- 
ployes ot the United States Government 
The Republican [dun of conducting 
moneyed campaigns is therefore simply 
damnable from tlio moral pointof view.

A wedding 
is in France a union of two families as 
well as two persons. There have been 
many hitches and difficulties in the way 
of fusion; but now that it has taken place 
it is thorough. The fathers of the bride 
and bridegroom are comperes, the 
mothers commercs, all the connections 
are "allies," and the relationship in 
which they stand to each other is really 
expressed in this word. It is an under- 
stood thing that they are bound to ren- 
der friendly services to each other. The 
whole of the fortune with which the 
bride has been endowed may go, if her 
husband survives her, to his family; and 
all his money may eventually enrich hers 
if she outlives him. It is also well under- 
stood that, should commercial or other 
disasters overtake the newly-wedded 
couple, both families are to assist them. 
The principle of each family group main- 
taining its unfortunate members, and 
not throwing them on the State, is even 
more distinctly recognized in French 
custom than in" the Code. This is why

1 have been in France and in 
England, and now I want to see Ameri- 
ca. I would like to study this country, 
its people and its institutions." 

" Are the Y'akootsa numerous race?" 

*• There are. about 250,000 of them. 
They lead a seini-tio:nadic life along the 
Lena and its tributaries. Twice a year 
they change their abode. In summer 
they settle on the numerous islands of 
Lena and on the shores of the other riv- 
ers, where they mow hay and cultivate a 
little barley and still less rye. Iu winter 
t!cy move to their winter quarters, 
where they stay for seven long, cold 
mouths." 

" What isthechief occupation of your 
race?" 

" We keep cows and mares. We use 
the mare's milk to make koumiss. The 
r'n li men among us own from 100 to 500 
cows and half that number of mares. The 
poor own alx>ut a dozen oows. A man 
who is worth a thousand roubles faboutt 
$700) is looked upon as very wealthy. 
We -apply the gold miners with butter 
and meat. We keep a few deer, aud 
with them make excursions to the ice 
Oc 
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however, use cut wood, or even make 
houses. There are small windows about 
a foot square, with ice panes during the 
winter, and with sheets of mica or small 
pieces of broken g!:i>s set in birch bark 
frames during the summer. Glass panes 
four inches square are the largest I ever 
saw in the houses of our rich people. 
The ice windows last through the winter, 
although lire is kept on the hearths night 
and day, and when they melt we know 
that the time has come for us to move to 
our summer quarters. We do not move 
our UiuU. wbieli ure left .standing per- 
manently in bo:h the summer and win- 
ter quarters. The stables in winter ad- 
join the tents, so that our cattle have the 
benefit of the tires. Ample yards, with 
high fences, complete the picture of our 
village. "' 

"What about your people?" 
"The Yako-.it s are of middle stature, 
and have straight black hair, broad noses, 
prominent cheek bones, and eves that 
resemble somewhat those of the Chinese. 
The men cut their hair short and leave 
a long loose lock on the back of the 
head something like a Chinese queue. 
The women have rich black hair, which 
tin y always cover with a handkerchief. 
The Yakoots are not prolific. A family 
usually has about three children. They 
are friendly and peaceable, and the 
women are regarded as equal to the 
men in every respect. Monogamy is 
strictly observed. 

"In the morning we drink tea— brick 
tea. We scrape it with a knife, boil it 
in a clay pot. and drink it with milk. 
The rich families use also a little sugar, 
which they bite off in small pieces. We 
have no bread at all, for we cannot bake 
it on our hearths. Bread is a great lux- 
ury, and when one of us brings a loaf 
of'it from the city of Yukootsk it is di- 
vided into small pieces and distributed 
around. We have, however, barley 
flour, of which we sometimes prepare a 
kind of bun or custard. Alxiut noon 
we eat butuhas— that is sour milk mixed 
with fresh milk and water and 
a powder made of soft pine 
bark. Sour milk we keep for 
months in large pits dug in the earth. 
Of course it is frozen hard, and we cut 
it with axes. About three o'clock we 
again eat butuhas. Before going to 
sleep the well-to-do people cat meat, 
while the poor eat more butuhas. Some- 
times we have barley gruel and other 
preparations of milk. In winter wc oc- 
casionally have fish."—- ^- F. Sun.

Within the last few years the demands 
of the public in regard to health resorts 
and watering places of this country have 
increased, not only as to quantity, but 
as to qaauty, Qnitc a number of peo- 
ple now require not only bathing, boat- 
in" - , and amusements of various kinds 
attheir summer resort, b*tt also that the? 
shall have some assurance that they shall 
have pure water to drink, and that the 
air which they are to breathe shall not 
be readered often shre or dangerous by 
imperfect systems of house drainage. 
At the present time th.' dangers from 
fouled water supply, especially if this 
be derived from wells, are inmost places

This 
appears in foreign health resorts as well 
as in this country, and the insanitary con- 
dition of some of the most famous water- 
ing places is a common topic of discus- 
sion in European medical and sanitary 
journal-. It wouhl certainly be wise on 
the part of those selecting a summer re- 
treat to give as much attention to the 
water supply and drainage as they usually 
do to the table in making their selection, 
but it must be confessed that at present 
it is dfflicnlt to obtain satisfactory infor- 
mation as to the sanitary condition of 
such places without a personal visit to 
the locality. We advise our re:iders to 
look before they leap, for to leave one's 
comfortable city home in pursuit of 
health and pleasure, and contract ty- 
phoid as the result, is too much like 
going out to look for wool and coming 
back shorn. — Sanitary Engineer,

wasted which nothing else but the b0| 
will profitably consume. Hog raisers 
seem to be greatly favored just now. We 
hear very little of sickness among swine. 
There has seldom been so little com- 
plaint in that rasped as for the last sev- 
eral months. This apparent freedom 
from disease, however, should pot in- 
duce swine breeders to be careless of the 
health of their hog-. Human beings 
ward off disease by carefully protecting 
themselves, keeping themselves free from 
contaminating influences, regfffaffug 
their diet and keeping cleanly. Animals 
must be treated similarly if we would 
keep them in health. If the ads ice that 
we bare given, to help the hogs grow- 
ing, were more generally obeyed we 
should have less •• hog cholera."* In- 
stead of building op one part of the ani- 
mal to the neglect of another part, we 
should then succeed in getting a sym- 
metrical development. The animal 
would lie strong enough to bear the fat- 
tening process without injury. The 
hog should have clean, healthy stir- 
rounding, or it will be a marvel if it 
keeps in health. It shoul I, also, even 
in apparent health have an occasional 
dose of charcoal. That will not only do 
it good by imparting carbon to the blood 
but it will absorb the injurious gases ol 
the system, which are often the specific 
poisons that breed disease. There is 
nothing in this world that is so good foi 
the health of swine as charcoal. — West- 
ern Itnrul.

Prof. Helmer, continuing 
his examinations in this line ascertained 
that soda water, and all other varieties 
of aerated beverages which fell tin dei 
his observations, and which were con- 
ducted through tinned pipes, contained 
appreciable quantities of tin.
